WILL GET SLIP 


New la w Hopes To Prevent 
Alleged Shortage 
Frauds. 


Purchasers of coal, coke, petro­ 
leum coke, briquettes and other solid 
fuels may hereafter be expected to 
receive weigh slips telling them the 
kind of fuel and the amount they 
have purchased. The new practice 
will be brought about by the ap­ 
proval by Governor Pinchot of the 
weighmaster^ bill passed by the re­ 
cent session of the legislature. 
The act provides for the licensing 
1 of weighmasters and provides fur­ 
ther that no solid fuel may be de­ 
livered unless the truck driver pre­ 
sents the weigh slip to the purchaser 
of the fuel. 
Under the provisions of the meas­ 
ure, every mine and seller of coal in 


Pennsylvania must have a licensed 
! weighmaster stationed at the scales 
; on the respective properties. Weigh- 
I masters will be required to fill out 
a form showing the name and ad­ 
dress of the seller, the name and 
I address of the purchaser, the kind 
of fuel, gross, tare and net pounds 
in addition to the signature and li- 
; cense number of the weighmaster. 
i The bill was introduced in the legis­ 
lature by Representative C. C. A 
Bald!, Philadelphia, in the hope of 
stopping alleged short weighing of 
coal. 
Need Liccn.sc 
The new act provides that weigh­ 
masters must be licensed by the 
bureau of standard weights and 
measures of the Pennsylvania de­ 
partment of internal affairs and an­ 
nouncement was made by Secretary’ 
Philip H. Dewey that machinery al­ 
ready has been set up in his depart­ 
ment for the immediate issuance of 
licenses. 
Application 
forms 
have 
j been prepared and will be forward­ 
ed to license applicants immediately. 
The license fee is five dollars and 
the license is valid for three years. 


Coal loaded on trucks or wagons 
for delivery to a purchaser must 
first pass over the scales of the 
scales of the weighmaster who, in

issues 
a certificate setting 
forth the correct weight of the load 
The legal weight for any soild fuel 
is two thousand pounds to the ton 
and a tolerance of thirty pounds is 
allowed under the act. 
Any driver 
who permits his load to be dimin­ 
ished after receiving a weight cer­ 
tificate shall be held to be guilty of 
larceny, under the provisions of the 
measure.
